They 
were not secn again until 
Monday.

Determined On 
Disarmament Plan 


Washington, Nov. 8. 


The Western Powers will continue to urge 


United Nations approval 


of a “foolproof” disarma- 


ment plan despite Russia’s quick rejection, Ameri- 


can officials said today. 


The rejection, voiced by the Soviet Foreign Minister, 
Mr Andrei Y. Vyshinsky in Paris, was dnticipated here. 


There is no prospect of imme- 
diate commen on Mr Vyshinsky's 
counter proposal to call a world 
disarmamens conference dsfore 
mexit June 1. 

Word in official quarters was 
tha’ the United States, Britain and 
France will, firstly, continue {fo 
press for action on a disarmameni 
plan in the United Nations, and, 
secondly, point. out to dhe world ac 
every available cpportuntty that 
the Russiens had tdened down the 
“Big Three" proposal withcut 
study. 

Officials pointed 
Truman's statement’ that any 
nation unwilling to agree to an

SURPRISE PACKET 

A world disarmament con- 
ference by June next year was 
Russia’s ‘surprise’ packet at 
the General Assembly, especially 
his proposal for the inclusion of 
non-inyited United Nations 
members which would include 
Communist China and many 
others.

Ho Ka-lau, of 14, On Lan 
Street, who stood guarantor 
for an overdraft of $60,000 
for the Nanyang Motorboat 
Co, Ltd, was given judg- 
ment, with costs, by Mr 
Justice Scholes at the 
Supreme Court this morning 
against the motorboat firm 
for $3,600 being the amount 
claimed for services render- 
ed as a guarantor. 

Mr P. L. Lam appeared for the 
plaintfl. The defendants were 
Dol present no, were they legaliy 
represented. 

In evidence, the plaintiff said 
that he remembered a discus- 
sion he had with Mr Lum, man- 
ager of the Nanyang Motorboat 
Company, about the financial 
condition of his firm. Lum wld 
hin he was in urgent need of 
money and asked for an over- 
draft loan from the United Bank 
of China mentioning the sum of 
$60,000. 

Lum asked wilness to be 
gusrantor Lecause he (Ho) was 


known to the manager of the 
Bank and they would accept him 
as guaranior Lum mentioned 
ceriain remuncru‘lon for witness 
to act as guaranio:. Subsequent- 
ly, witness took Lum to the 
bank where they saw Mr S. K. 


Yee, the manager, who explained 
witness's liability as a guarantor 
To a certain exten, witness add- 
ed, he felt his responsibility 
was rather heavy. 
CONDITIONS 

Wi'ness went on to say tha’ 
he demanded conditions telling 
Lum that he must have powe: 
of access lo the books for the 
motorboat firm and if the com- 
pany falled to fulfil the re:urn 
of the overdraft, he (Ho) should 
be given péwer in the liquida- 
tion of the assets of the com- 
pany 

Continuing,;- Ho fnald that the 
company offered payment of 
$1,000 per month for six months 
during the duration of the loan. 
The manager of the bank and 
Lum had agreed to his condi- 
tions and the bank granted 
facilities to the defendant firm 
for the overdraft. Ho added 
that he signed certain papers 
issued by the bank 

The company, he said, mort- 
gaged a fleet of motorboats 
against the overdreft. The over- 
draft was to be repaid by 
insta)jments of $5,000 per month 
the Jast instalment to be $35,- 
000. The guarantee lasted from 
March 19 to August 7, this year. 

Ho concluded by saying he 
had asked the defendant firm 
several times for payment but 
to no avail. The last letter was 


sent by his solicitor, Mr Lam. 

His Lordship gave judgment 
for the plaintiff with costs with 
a stay of execution provided 
that the judgment debtor pay 
by instalments of $1,200 each 
the first to be paid on Novem- 
ker 30, 1931, Failing payment 
«f any instalment there will be 
execution for the whole amount 
claimed.

Mr Justice Gould dismissed the action against 
second defendants and awarded costs against the 


plaintiffs, 
judgment against the first 
claimed and costs. 


Fraintiffs were represented by 
Mr John McNeill. KC, and Mr 
S. V. Gittins, instructed by 
Mr D. B. Evans. First defen- 
dant was not present in Court 
nor was he répresented, but Mr 
Brook A. Bernacchi and Mr 
D. A. L. Wright, instructed by 
Mr M. A. da Silva, appeared 
fo, Rondon’s, 

Fiaintiffs claimed the sum 
from both defendants, or from 
Rondon's or from Hsieh. They 
alleged that Rondon’s were the 
proprictors of a business carried 
on at 470 Reclamation Street 
under the name of the China 
Casing Company which was 
transferred to them by Hsieh on 
or about October 28, 1949, and 
that Rondon’s became liable for 
al] the Uabilities incurred in the 
business by Hsieh.

Plaintiffs’ case was that by 
seven written contracts made 
on various dates between 
November 21, 1949, and 
January 9, 1950, they agreed to 
buy and the Casing Company 
agreed to sell and deliver v0 
barrels of salted hog casings. 
Plaintiffs paid deposits totalling 
$151,890 in each case, the 
deposit being half the purchase 
price. In respect of the first 
contract (for ten barrels) the 
Casing Company delivered to 
the plaintiffs four barreis of the 
foods to the value of $12,504 
but failed to deliver the 
balance of the goods soid under 
the remaining contracts, within 
the stipulated time. 

By another contract on De- 
cember 5, 1949, plaintiffs also 
agreed to buy and the Egg Com- 
pany agreed to sell and deliver 
22 cases of hen albumen and 
plaintiffs paid $25,080 deposit 
which was half the purchase 
price, The Egg Company failed 
to deliver any of the hen albu- 
men within the stipulated time. 

Plaintiffs claimed the return 
of the deposits for the hog 
casings’ after deduction of the 
contract price of the four bar- 
rels, and the deposit on the hen 
albumen, =~ : 

They contended that Hsieh 
was at all material times the 
general manager of the Casing 
Co,, and as.such had authority 
from Rondon’s to sign the con- 
tracts on behalf of the Casing 
Cc. Further. Rondon’s, by allow- 
ing Hsieh to sign the contracts 
ag general manager, held him 
out as authority to enter Into 
the contracts and were stopped 
from_denying his authority.
